policies and other initiatives (including private or philanthropic efforts on achieving preservation
goals). Proposals may address either or both these topics. The research funded under this NOFO
will advance scientific knowledge and produce policy-relevant evidence on homeownership gaps
and may inform the development of future approaches to help communities of color and other
underserved communities achieve more equitable homeownership rates.
